The most common call 
received in 1997 — as well as 
the most dangerous for officers 
— was for domestic and_civil- 
related problems. Officers 
responded to fewer incidents 
last year than in 1996.

617 calls relating to loud music

The second most common 
call involved traffic. However 
Ruebhausen said last year was

SIU may lower 
out-state fees

Southern Illinois University 
trustees plan to vote next 
Thursday on lowering tuition 
for out-of-state students, but 
that action can’t come quickly 
enough for some international 
students. 

“It’s-a concern for many 
that we do this faster than we 
had it laid out because of ‘the 
economic crisis in Asia,” STU 
President Ted Sanders 
@ press conference Thursda@l 
in Edwardsville. 

Even if the board appro: 
the price change, the cut fom 
most students will not go into 
effect until fall 1999. 

Sanders said SIU officials, 
particularly in Carbondale, are 
working quietly with students 
one-on-one to help. them 
finance their education. 

“There are things we can do, 
such as delaying payments and 
addressing their problems so 
they can stay in school,’’ he 
said. 

International students cannot 
obtain financial aid as Ameri- 
cans can, Sanders said 

“If this (Asian economic 
downturn) continues, and one 
imagines that it will, it could 
grow worse,’’ he said. “We 
don’t know the impact for next 
fall. Most international stu-) 
dents have their families pay 
for their tuition.” 

Meeting in Carbondale, the 
board will consider whether to 
lower out-of-state tuition from 
three times the in-state rate to 
twice the rate. 

The new rates would go into 
effect in fall 1999, except for 
students transferring from the 
Nakajo, Japan, campus. Those 
students would see the savings 
this fall. 

In-state tuition at Carbondale 
is $2,700; at Edwardsville, it is 
$2,019. 

SIU officials said the reve- 
nue lost from lowering the 
tuition will be offset by a high- 
er enrollment.
